"We are investigating a number of avenues of 
raising the money required to clear the site and 
we’re quietly confident that an answer to the cur¬ 
rent funding impasse is around the comer. 

"Rest assured that, having invested the better part 
of a million pounds over the last 12 years in the 
project, we’re as keen as anyone to move on to the 
next stage of the journey and at the same time to 
rid the town of its greatest eyesore.

No money available 
for Webster’s 


AFTER winning the planning battle to demolish 
Webster’s Garage, an eyesore that had blighted 
Axminster town centre for 30 years, site owner 
Hallmark Estates (Devon) Limited says it has no 
money to develop the site, it was revealed at a 
meeting of Axminster Town Council. 

Permission to turn the site into a car park for up 
to five years, until a long-term solution can be 
found, was given in spring last year after a pro¬ 
tracted planning battle. 

Initially, it was hoped the car park would be op¬ 
erational before the end of last year. Last Novem¬ 
ber Hallmark Estates applied to EDDC for an 
enabling grant. 

A precise sum was not given, but Hallmark Es¬ 
tates owner Neil Hiscocks said it involved “tens 
of thousands of pounds”.

From the editor’s chair 
The cost of three nurses? 



WHEN I heard that the NHS Trust, so deter¬ 
mined to close hospital beds in Axminster 
come what may, had gone back to the High 
Court to achieve that goal, the first thing I did 
was to instruct reporter Anders Larsson to ask 
how much the legal proceedings were costing. 

We half expected the Northern Devon 
Healthcare Trust to come back saying that this 
was sensitive information they could not re¬ 
lease. Had that been the case, we would have 
used the Freedom of Information Act to find out 
how much they were spending on seeing 
through their plan to close in-patient beds in 
Axminster and move them to Seaton. 

We were surprised therefore to get a prompt 
answer from chief executive Dr Alison Dia¬ 
mond confirming that they had allocated “pre¬ 
cious NHS” resources - her words, not mine - to 
“defend themselves in cases like this” amount¬ 
ing to £75,000 to legally enable them to “main¬ 
tain a safe service for patients”. 

Defend themselves from what? 

We are talking about the temporary closure 
here for the winter months, not the long term 


plan to shut the beds to save £500,000 and put 
a question mark over the future of Axminster 
Hospital. That decision will not be made until 
the extended period of consultation expires in 
February. There is great suspicion in and 
around Axminster that that decision has been 
made. 

So the NHS is expecting to spend £75,000 on 
justifying their temporary closure. I don’t know 
how much a nurse earns these days - but sev¬ 
enty five grand would probably cover the cost 
of three nurses, certainly one supervisor. 

Has the world gone crazy? 

Every day we read that the NHS is virtually 
bankrupt, haemorrhaging money, and here we 
are spending £75,000 on legal advice on a tem¬ 
porary closure when Axminster League of 
Friends have offered £300,000 to keep the beds 
open. We all accept these are difficult days for 
the NHS and no one doubts the sincerity of 
health officials to do what is best for patients. 

But spending £75k on legal advice is a bitter 
pill to swallow in such circumstances.

Devon County Council announced last year 
that it would be withdrawing its funding for day 
centres, as part of a programme of cost-cutting 
measures.

A REVIEW into the ownership and manage¬ 
ment of East Devon District Council beach huts 
in Seaton and Beer is under way. 

Among other proposals being considered are 
site fees in Beer being brought into line with 
other open market rents. 

In Seaton, the town council is interested in 
buying the sites it currently rents from EDDC. 

EDDC’s Cabinet has recommended that an 
extensive refurbishment and replacement 
programme be put in place to improve provi¬ 
sion of its beach huts and chalets. 

The programme also covers beach huts in 
Sidmouth, Exmouth and Budleigh Salterton. 

It has been proposed to allocate £19,000 to¬ 
wards new beach hut schemes and the replac¬ 
ing of older huts. 

Any changes would become effective in 2016, 
and an EDDC spokesperson said: "The current 
management of all the sites, in addition to the 
buildings, will be included within the council’s 
rolling condition survey programme. 

"However, all tenants will be responsible for 
their own National non-domestic rates (NNDR) 


COLYFORD 

Traffic issues not 
treated same way 


PARISH councillors have complained that Coly- 
ford is not being treated the same as nearby vil¬ 
lage Sidford with regards to traffic calming 
measures on the same road that runs through 
both communities. 

It was reported at last week’s Colyton Parish 
Council meeting that traffic calming measures 
along the A3052 in Colyford, such as a 20mph 
speed limit, were unlikely to be introduced be¬ 
cause it was a main road. However, members ar¬ 
gued that the same road through Sidford, just 
eight miles west, had a 20mph speed limit. 

Councillors recently started looking into traffic 
problems through Colyford after mayor of the 
village and parish councillor, Howard West, said 
that he thought people parking on a verge out¬ 
side the post office and butchers was a safety 
hazard, as it affected the view of drivers exiting 
onto the A3052 from Seaton Road. 

However, following a site meeting at the post 
office and butchers, councillors agreed that the 
main concern was drivers speeding down the 
A3052, which currently has a 30mph limit, and 
it was not worth preventing parking on the 
verge, which could be detrimental to the busi¬ 
nesses. 

Instead, members suggested that some kind of 
traffic calming measure should be introduced, 
with ideas including an electronic flashing speed 
limit sign or a reduced speed limit of 20mph.

Councillors livid over 
approval for kiosk 
in the Tesco car park 


MEMBERS of Axminster Town Council 
are livid that East Devon District Council 
(EDDC) ignored local opinion when allow¬ 
ing Timpson to open a kiosk in the Tesco 
car park. 

A strongly-worded letter will be written to EDDC, 
demanding the matter be put on the agenda of 
EDDC’s Overview and Scrutiny Committee. 

The application was for permission to provide a fa¬ 
cility that will offer dry cleaning, shoe repairs, key 
cutting, jewellery repairs, watch repairs, engraving et 
cetera. 

Axminster Town Council’s planning committee op¬ 
posed the idea, saying it contravenes terms about pro¬ 
tecting the viability of the town centre stated in the 
original planning approval for the Tesco store. 

As previously reported by Pulman’s View, EDDC 
approved the application under delegated powers in 
December last year. 

Delegated powers means that an application is de¬ 
cided without being referred to Development Man¬ 
agement Committee. 

Axminster Mayor Jeremy Walden said at the time: 
“There seems to be little point in the democratic 
process if the job is taken away from the committee 
charged with doing that job.” 

His fellow councillors are equally upset. The matter 
was on the town council agenda for January, and town 
councillor Bryan Wheeler said: “I’m incensed it was 
delegated. 

“It makes our committee useless. What is the point 
of us having a planning committee?” 

No knowledge of Axminster 

Coouncillor Walden said: “Our objection was based 
on the original condition and I think (the application 
should have gone to Development Management Com¬ 
mittee.” 

He added that the decision had instead been made 
by an officer without “empirical evidence” who 
“probably have no knowledge of Axminster”. 

EDDC said that it is a routine matter for such an ap¬ 
plication “to be signed off by the Development Man¬ 
agement Committee chairman without reference to 
the committee”. 

An EDDC spokesperson added that this particular 
application had not been challenged by ward mem¬ 
bers. 

Town and district councillor Andrew Moulding is a 
ward member and said he had not submitted an ob¬ 
jection, admitting it had “probably slipped the net”. 

But he insisted that EDDC planning officers should 
have done more, saying: “They should have come 
back and asked for our advice.” 

Town councillor Brian Watson said: “This is the last

It was decided to write a strongly-worded letter to 
Development Management Committee chairmanHe- 
len Parr and demand that the matter is referred to 
EDDC’s Overview and Scrutiny Committee. 

The Overview and Scrutiny Committee cannot rip 
up the decision as its remit is to “allow citizens to have 
a greater say in council matters by holding public in¬ 
quiries into matters of local concern”. 

These lead to reports and recommendations which 
advise the Cabinet and the council as a whole on its 
policies, budget and service delivery. 

* Condition 5 of the original planning application 
refers to the net retail area of the Tesco food store in 
Axminster, saying it should primarily be used for “the 
purposes of the sale of retail food and convenience 
goods and shall not, except for 10 per cent of the net 
retail area, be used for the sale of comparison goods 
or for any other retail purpose”. 

There is no mention of the car park, but Condition 5 
was implemented to “enable the local planning au¬ 
thority to control the development in the interests of 
protecting the viability of the town centre”. 


Seeking two-fold win for Axminster

“The prospect of a combined South Street and 
Webster's car park operating jointly was indeed 
discussed at length with EDDC but the bottom line 
was that the terms offered were not reflective of 
each party's stake in the venture. 

“However, I’m pleased to say that we are deep 
into the enabling loan (a scheme for kick-starting 
regeneration) application process with EDDC. 


“We have a quiet confidence that the view will 
be taken at Knowle that the facilitating of re¬ 
payable funding plus interest to achieve the clear¬ 
ance of Webster's will, when it comes down to it 
be viewed as a twofold win for Axminster - 
namely, securing primarily a truly wonderful out¬ 
come for the town above anything else and, at the 
same time, achieving an enormously significant 
first phase of the regeneration of the site.” 


Man rescued from garage roof 


FIREFIGHTERS rescued a man who was stuck on a 
garage roof in Axminster on Saturday January 10th. 

A fire appliance based in Axminster was 
despatched to a house in Brunenburg Way just be¬ 
fore 2pm on Saturday, January 10th. 

The fire and rescue service bulletin didn’t say how 
the man became stuck, but a spokesperson said: 


“One fire fighting appliance from Axminster Fire 
Station attended reports of a 61-year-old male 
stuck on a garage roof at Brunenburg Way in 
Axminster.

RETURNING OFFICER ENCOURAGES PEOPLE TO STAND FOR ELECTION 


WITH local elections in East Devon 
taking place on May 7th (coinciding 
with the General Election), Returning 
Officer Mark Williams will shortly be 
embarking on a tour of the district to 
explain the procedures for standing as 
candidates for towns, parishes or the 
district council. 

The events will take place in Axmin- 
ster, Cranbrook, Exmouth and Honi- 
ton. 

The roadshows are a repeat of an 
initiative Mark has undertaken every 
four years in the run-up to local elec¬ 
tions to make people aware that they 
could play an active part in local 
democracy either representing their 
town or parish or one of the 32 wards 
on East Devon District Council. 

The aim is to inform people about 
the need for new councillors to come 
forward, the process that is followed 
and the timetable for nominations. 

He said: “If you care about the area 
that you live or work in and the issues 
facing local people, you could be a 
councillor. 

“Perhaps you enjoy reading the 
local newspaper and often have a 
strong opinion on the issues you read 
about. 

“You may enjoy talking to friends 
and colleagues about what’s going on 
in the area. You may feel that certain 
sections of the community or people 
who live in a particular neighbourhood 


are getting a raw deal and need 
stronger representation. 

“Research tells us that people are 
most concerned about issues such as 
crime, schools, transport and the en¬ 
vironment. 

“Your local council can make a differ¬ 
ence on all these issues and many 
more, and so can you as a local coun¬ 
cillor.” 

Make a difference 

According to the Electoral Commis¬ 
sion, there are many reasons why 
people decide to become a local 
councillor. 

TTiese include: 

• Wanting to make a difference and 
be involved in shaping the future of 
the local community; 

• Being concerned about their local 
area and wanting to ensure that the 
community gets the right services; 

• Wanting to represent the views 
of local people and ensure that 
community interests are taken 
into account; 

• Wanting to pursue their political 
beliefs; 

• Wanting to contribute their 
business or professional skills; 

• Concerns about one particular 
issue; 

• As an extension of what they are 
already doing through a political 
party, trade union, charity, voluntary 
group or school governing body - 


becoming a councillor can be the 
next step. 

TTie Electoral Commission says that 
groups made up of diverse individuals 
tend to make better informed deci¬ 
sions. 

It’s important that councils have 
councillors who not only reflect and 
represent the communities they 
serve, but also have a broad range of 
skills and life experience. 

You don't have to be highly educated 
or have a profession. Skills gained 
through raising a family, caring for a 
sick or disabled relative, volunteering 
or being active in faith or community 
groups can be just as valuable. 

Support and training 

Don't worry if you don't feel that you 
currently have the skills or confidence 
to be a councillor. All councils provide 
support, information and training for 
new councillors. 

Local sessions where Mark Williams 
will be talking about the role of local 
councillors take place on the following 
dates and at these venues:

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Hospital beds: NHS spending £75,000 on legal costs

NORTHERN Devon Healthcare NHS Trust 
could spend up to £75,000 on fighting the 
legal challenge made by Axminster Hospi¬ 
tal Action Group. 

The action group fought hard to prevent the tempo¬ 
rary transfer of beds to Seaton Hospital, but seemed 
to have lost the battle on Wednesday, January 7th 
when NDHT made its decision. 

The whole process was challenged through the ju¬ 
dicial review route by the action group, though, and a 
High Court judge issued a ruling on Monday, January 
12th which blocked the move until a hearing on Feb¬ 
ruary 18th at the very least. 

But the action group’s victory was short-lived as an¬ 
other judge ripped up the decision following an appeal 
by NDHT.

When asked by Pulman’s View how much NDHT 
has spent in legal fees on this matter, chief executive 
Dr Alison Diamond said: “There is no central fund to 
help trusts defend themselves in cases like this and it 
is a great shame that we are having to allocate pre¬ 
cious NHS resources - up to £75,000 - to ensure we 
are legally able to make this temporary change and 
maintain a safe service for our patients. 


Patients treated as ‘pawns’ by NHS Trust 


WE write to deplore the action of North Devon 
Healthcare Trust in the hasty move of all Axminster 
in-patients last Wednesday. We feel that they have 
been treated as mere pawns in this protracted saga. 

The suggestion to move patients to Seaton Hos¬ 
pital was first mooted in September. We are at a 
loss to understand the actions of the Trust and the 
Clinical Commissioning Group in the light of the 
offer of £300,000 from the League of Friends 
which led to discussions in a last minute attempt to 
resolve staffing levels. 

The NDHT has spent thousands of pounds in a 
meaningless “consultation” period, money that 
could have been used on front line nursing. 

Having worked at the splendid Axminster Hospital

“The trust felt it had no option but to continue this 
course of action due to the very real, and escalating, 
safety issues that were putting patients at risk.” 

Dr James Vann, of Axminster Hospital Action 
Group, would not say how much the group is spend¬ 
ing on the challenge, but said Ax min ster Care Service 
and Axminster Hospital League of Friends have as¬ 
sisted with financing their campaign. 

The action group and League of Friends issued a 
statement after the latest twist last week, saying: “The 
League of Friends had offered £300,000 to support ef¬ 
forts to retain the beds asking the trust to do whatever 
was necessary to allow this to happen. 

“Unfortunately there was no request for help from 
the trust until after the board decision. 

Mayor calls public meeting 

“Whilst we had not succeeded in halting the imme¬ 
diate move we were still eager to keep the offer on the 
table and investigate all opportunities for reinstate¬ 
ment of the beds.” 

Representatives from both Axminster and Seaton 
Leagues of Friends, Axminster Hospital Action Group 
and NDHT met on Friday of last week to investigate 
ways to ensure correct staffing levels to “get the beds 
back”. 

Two task forces have been established with mem¬ 
bers from all parties. Progress will be reviewed during 
a meeting on Friday, February 6th. 

In a separate move, Axminster Mayor Jeremy 
Walden has called a public meeting to discuss the 
wider issue of health service provision in the area. 

The meeting will be held in Axminster Guildhall on 


Thursday, January 29th, starting at 7.30pm. 

It was called in response to the formation of a stake¬ 
holder group when councillors and League of Friends 
representatives from throughout East Devon met with 
NEW Devon Clinical Commissioning Group in Sid- 
mouth last week. 

NEW CCG is in the process of consulting on a raft 
of proposals, including the permanent transfer of in¬ 
patient beds from Axminster to Seaton. 

Councillor Andrew Moulding and League of 
Friends chairman Steve Holt are representing Axmin¬ 
ster, but more could be added to the group at a later 
stage. 

Invited to speak at last week’s meeting, Dr Vann said 
it was important that the group acts quickly to calm 
the public mood. 

He said: “Our staff are not being well looked after 
and the CCG has a responsibility to produce a result 
quickly, having made a proposal some months ago.” 

Councillor Moulding felt the stakeholder consulta¬ 
tion process should have been carried out in advance 
of the proposals being published. 

He said: “I do not think the public should have been 
presented with a preferred option. This should have 
been discussed first. 

“People should have been able to have said what 
they felt should happen rather than look at preferred 
options, which has created a lot of consternation.” 

Costings for the CCG’s proposals are expected to be 
scrutinised by the group at the next meeting on Feb¬ 
ruary 4th. The consultation will run until February 
24th.

M EMBERS of Axminster Drama Club 
have been treading the boards for 70 
years and that’s an awful lot of “he’s be¬ 
hind you”. 

With most other local stage groups extending 
their talents into the big musical shows, it was ap¬ 
propriate that the Drama Club should chose a tra¬ 
ditional pantomime classic for their 70th 
anniversary show - “Puss In Boots”, written by 
Paula Smith. 

The club has built an enviable reputation over the 
years for staging tried and tested productions - 
with a few notable exceptions (Calendar Girls 
being one of them) - and this was no exception. 

Before I pull up the curtain for this review, step 
forward Jack Price, surely the youngest stage di¬ 
rector in these parts. Jack has demonstrated his 
talents in previous productions as producer, but 
“Puss In Boots” was his first outing as director, as¬ 
sisted by the admirable Caroline Markham. 

Jack can feel well pleased with his efforts and the 
manner in which the cast, including a number of 
new faces, responded to his enthusiastic direction. 

You can always rely on Axminster pantos to cap¬ 
ture the spirit of this ever- popular British stage 
tradition. Lovely costumes, great scenery, enthu¬ 
siastic dancing from hoardes of kids and the corni¬ 
est jokes this side of the Tamar. “Puss In Boots” 
captured all these and more. 

It was a show pep¬

Grant Jones made his debut on the Axminster 
stage in the role of butcher boy “Crisp P. Bacon”, 
a very confident performance , clearly enjoying the 
experience, as did Annalene Salter, ideally suited 
to the part of “Princess Lucinda”. 

Another confident performance came from Mel 
Ayres in the title role of “Puss In Boots” and there 
was good support from other leading players - 
Kerry Cable (Ben), David Starr (host), Roly Kelly 
(Herald) and Jack Price (Gary The Ghost). 

Over the years Axminster Drama Club have in¬ 


troduced dozens of young children to the local 
stage, many of whom have gone on to play leading 
roles. The vibrancy brought to the various shows 
have always been a hallmark of past productions 
and the kids in “Puss In Boots” maintained that 
tradition with their lively dance routines, clearly a 
credit to chairman Sara Leat who took on the duty 
of children’s director.

Statement by Axminster's Town Mayor on the Budget for 2015/16 



I N THESE times of austerity, with reduced fund¬ 
ing, District and County Councils are restricting 
their operations to those things which they are 
legally obliged to perform. There is no indication, 
whatever the outcome of the General Election in 
May, that the situation will get any better in the 
foreseeable future, indeed there is every indication 
that they may get worse. 

This does mean that there will be a reduction in some 
services unless Town and Parish Councils take up the 
provision or enablement of some of these. I believe we 
should not see this as a problem but an opportunity for 
Axminster to shape itself for the benefit of its citizens, 
in ways that those citizens want. With our work on the 
Neighbourhood Plan, there is a real chance that Axmin¬ 
ster, with the involvement of its people, can become 
the town we want it to be, rather than the town others 
think it should be. 

But, this does not come without a cost. Whilst vol¬ 
unteers and charitable organisations may help, in order 
to do the best we can, some funding will be necessary. 

This is why I am proposing a budget for the coming 
year, 2015/16 of £150,855, representing a 9.66% year 
on year increase. I appreciate this is a hefty uplift in 
the current economic climate, but feel it is the right 
thing to do, and detail below where we expect this extra 
expenditure to go: 

SALARIES We are budgeting for an increase of 
£15,560, the majority of which will be spent on recruit¬ 
ing and employing a handyperson/odd job person/ as¬ 
sistant to cemetery caretaker. We have committed a 
great deal over the past two years to putting planters 
and flowers around the town. This we felt has made a 
great improvement to Axminster and its civic pride, 
and encourages visitors and locals to use the town cen¬ 
tre. However to make the most of this investment, and 
to ensure we do not rely too much on our few volun¬ 
teers, these displays will need maintenance throughout 
the year. Equally, there are times during the summer 


season when the workload of our caretaker is such that 
he is not able to keep up with the grasscutting to a stan¬ 
dard we require. We have also been requested by mem¬ 
bers of the public to attend to weeds in the town and 
to provide more frequent cutting of verges than is done 
by DCC. There also occurs during the year a variety of 
odd maintenance jobs that at the moment we have to 
call on contractors to perform. We believe we can get 
better value, and more prompt service if we are able to 
keep this 'in-house'. 

PIPPPINS Earlier in the year Devon County Council 
withdrew our Youth Services, and put notice of closure 
on Pippins. This was not entirely for cost reasons; but 
the youth team was consolidated elsewhere to assist the 
Young People's Social Service department which had 
been judged inadequate by Ofsted. This left our popu¬ 
lar youth club, which helped many vulnerable and chal¬ 
lenged young people; and The Project which assists 
those young people with mental health problems, with¬ 
out a home. As a short term measure the Town Council 
decided to take on the lease of Pippins, pending any 
long term solutions which may come forward. This 
meant that The Project still have a home, and that a 
group of volunteers could set up Axminster New Youth 
Club, which opened in November, and has 80 members 
spread over two evenings, weekly for juniors and sen¬ 
iors. It may be argued that these services should be pro¬ 
vided by DCC or the NHS. The fact is that they are not! 
For example, CAMHS (Children's and Adolescent's 
Mental Health Services) has seen a 90% increase in re¬ 
ferrals over the past two years, with no increase in real 
term funding. We, as a Town Council cannot be ex¬ 
pected to provide a full mental health or youth service 
for the young people of Axminster, but it does behove 
us to enable others to provide a level of care and serv¬ 
ice that does some good, providing the proper safe¬ 
guards and training are in place, which they are. To date 
there is no sign of anyone coming forward with a long 
term solution to utilising Pippins for community ben¬ 
efit. We have therefore decided to 
budget £10,000 for the coming year to 
continue this support. This is net of any 
income from other uses that may pay 
for their hiring of the facilities. Already 
there are strong indications that other 
organisations may wish to hire rooms 
at Pippins, and our eventual income 
may well exceed our expectations. 

AMENITIES We are here budgeting 
for an increase of £4900 year on year 
to £9,900. There are small increases in 
amounts set aside for maintenance of 
our seats, which are in continual use, 
and are much appreciated; and for our 
floral displays. We have also set aside 
£500 for cycle path clearing. Whilst 
these have been put in by Sustrans 


using lottery funding, there is no provision 
by DCC for their maintenance, above and 
beyond that which they allocate to foot¬ 
paths. These facilities are much used and 
popular not just by cyclists but also by 
walkers and dog exercisers. We feel it pru¬ 
dent to set aside some monies to ensure 
these excellent facilities are kept in top 
order. The majority of the increase, how¬ 
ever, is for £3000 for Christmas lights. 

£1000 has been allocated for maintenance 
and improvement of our own lights on the 
Minster Green. We have also allocated a 
maximum of £2000 to match fund, on a 
pound for pound basis the planned improve¬ 
ments to the Christmas lights by the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce. This is for hire of lights, and will, if 
successful be an annual expenditure. Its use will be 
subject to approval by the Town Council of the plans 
put forward by the Chamber, and its success will be re¬ 
viewed before we agree to any funding in 2017. 

ADMINISTRATION The increase of £5000, year on 
year, included £2000 for a survey and report on pro¬ 
viding disabled access to the upper floors of the Guild¬ 
hall and Old Court House; £2500 for the upcoming 
elections in May, £500 for training costs - both for new 
councillors and for staff- and £250 for the Mayor's al¬ 
lowance - which has not increased for 15 years, and is 
not a personal allowance. Members of this Town Coun¬ 
cil do b ot receive any personal allowance. This may 
change after the elections in May, but we can only 
budget based on the views of current councillors. We 
are seeking to renegotiate our telephone contract to 
save money along with our electricity contract. 

GUILDHALL Because of increased use and our in¬ 
vestment over the past few years, we no longer have to 
subsidise to actual operation of The Guildhall. We do 
however have to maintain our property, and I think 
most will agree that it looks far better than for many 
years and is worthy of the title as one of the best venues 
in East Devon. We have budgeted for an expenditure 
of £9000, the same as last year, in order to maintain 
this position. This will include, amongst others work 
on the stanchions around the building and the installa¬ 
tion of a dishwasher in the kitchen. (The cost of the 
dishwasher will be met from the Guildhall fundraising 
account, but the Town Council will have to pay for any 
plumbing alterations that are required. We have also 
set aside an extra £4000,for stage curtains,as a special 
project, in addition to the above amount, as these are 
in vital need of replacement in order to keep up the 
standards the public expect. New lights will be in¬ 
stalled in a few months, for which monies have been 
set aside in previous years. 

We have also budgeted, to be taken from reserves to 
upgrade the CCTV security system, and whilst a figure 
of £4000 has been set aside, we need to get profes¬ 


sional advice on this matter. 

The notice boards, in South Street, Poplar Mount and 
West Street car parks will also be replaced, by much 
better and longer lasting ones, and this will be paid for 
out of our community fund, which we receive from the 
solar panel power 'farm' at Raymond's Hill. 

I believe that this budget represents a responsible and 
prudent plan for the coming year, bearing in mind what 
we expect to happen, and what the citizens of Axmin¬ 
ster expect from their town. We, as are the public, are 
proud of the town, and recognise that they expect cer¬ 
tain services, facilities and amenities and we will do 
our very best to provide them at the best value. As it is 
the proposed increase will mean only an extra 7.5p per 
week for a Band D householder.

It 
is all right for the heath authority to say put the pa¬ 
tients out into the community but without the pro¬ 
fessional carers, the family carers would 
themselves become worn out and soon require care 
themselves.

We became truly independent in 2014. The char¬ 
ity through, its trading company, already owns 
both of our EC 135 helicopters but in the past al¬ 
ways relied on an external body to operate them. 
This all changed this year when we applied for and 
were granted our own Air Operating Certificate. 
We were delighted to be the first air ambulance to 
do this under the auspices of the European Avia¬ 
tion Safety Agency. 

Hospital helipads have been high up on the 
agenda, both locally and nationally, and we’ve had 
a really constructive year working closely with 
North Devon District, Torbay and the RD&E hos¬ 
pitals, who have all made substantial improve¬ 
ments to their pads, which helps ensure landing in 
built up areas like hospitals remains as safe as rea¬ 
sonably practical. Again, being independent oper¬ 
ators now, we are able to liaise with hospitals 
direct, which really has made a difference in de¬ 
veloping our relationships with them and working 
together to provide the safest service for the patient 
and the staff. 

As the South West’s Major Trauma Centre, we 


were delighted that Derriford Hospital in Ply¬ 
mouth announced and has since started work on 
their new state of the art helipad, not only for us 
but our other emergency services colleagues, like 
the coastguard, search and rescue and our neigh¬ 
bouring Cornwall Air Ambulance. 

Our operations director, Nigel Hare, was able to 
assist in the planning stages to ensure the new he¬ 
lipad will be fit for purpose for future night oper¬ 
ations too. It was a bonus that one of our Business 
On Board companies SWH Civils, a division of 
South West Highways Ltd, who supported us as 
their charity of the year, had got the contract to 
build. It’s been a really constructive partnership 
and we are proud of the part we were able to play. 

Looking forward to 2015 we’re definitely going 
to continue moving forward and building on what 
we have achieved this year. The most exciting of 
these will lead up to extending our flying hours 
into the night. 

To be able to do this we not only need to increase 
our regular income by £1 million a year, we also 
need to establish a network of community helipads 
across the county, so that we have pre-surveyed lit 
sites to land at during the hours of darkness, which 
in the winter can be as early as 4:30pm.

O N BOXING Day 
2004, an earth¬ 
quake measuring 
9.1 to 9.3 on the Richter 
Scale (the third most 
powerful recorded) took 
place in the Indian ocean 
off the coast of the island 
of Sumatra, Indonesia. 

It generated a series of dev¬ 
astating tsunamis that trav¬ 
elled at speeds of 500 miles 
an hour and created tidal 
waves up to 100 feet high 
that struck the coastal areas 
of 14 countries. 

It was one of the deadliest 
natural disasters in recorded 
history and killed 230,000 
people - Indonesia was the 
hardest hit followed by Sri 
Lanka, India, and Thailand. 

Millions more were dis¬ 
placed and the number who 
died from drinking unsafe 
water is unknown. 

In the following days the 
Rotary Club of Chelwood 
Bridge, co-ordinating hu¬ 
manitarian aid response in 
the form of ‘Aquaboxes’, ap¬ 
pealed for support. 

The local appeal provided 
sufficient funding and dona¬ 
tions in kind for 1,940 boxes 
and a further 1,260 boxes 
were provided by other Ro¬ 
tary Clubs in the district. 
Their aid went to Sri Lanka, 
India and Indonesia. 

A review of ‘Operation 


Aquabox’ resulted in a series 
of improvements aimed at 
streamlining the process and 
led to the establishment of 
the Rotary’s Water Survival 
Box charity in the summer of 
2006. 

The project continues to be 
managed by senior members 
of the Rotary Club of Chel¬ 
wood Bridge and the £1.3 
million donated so far has 
been used to respond to 39 
disasters in some 25 different 
countries during the past 


nine years. In order that the 
charity can continue to re¬ 
spond at the same level to fu¬ 
ture disasters they need 
sustained funding in the 
order of £150,000 to 
£200,000 each year. 

The standard box contain¬ 
ing a water-purification kit 
and other essential survival 
items costs £150. This cov¬ 
ers the cost of the box, con¬ 
tents, and air freight to the 
disaster area. 

The new Aquafilter Family 


water purification kit can 
supply 18,000 litres of clean 
water which is the equivalent 
of ten litres per person for a 
family of five each day for a 
year. 

Aid has been sent to 39 dis¬ 
aster zones between 2006 
and 2014 in 25 different 
countries, with 9,300 water- 
survival boxes distributed, 
including: 

■ 2006 - Philippines 
- typhoon; 

■ 2007 - Bangladesh 


- cyclone; 

■ 2008 - Zimbabwe 

- cholera; 

■ 2009 - Taiwan - typhoon, 
Indonesia - earthquake; 

■ 2010 - Haiti - earth¬ 
quake, Chile - earthquake; 

■ 2011 - Japan - tsunami, 
Pakistan - floods; 

■ 2012 - Horn of Africa - 
drought;

THE PARISHES TOGETHER FUND IS HERE TO HELP 


WITH 26 parish and town council 
projects funded in 2013-2014, the 
Parishes Together Fund is looking 
to allocate more money to local 
community initiatives. 

For the third year running, East 
Devon District Council (EDDC) 
and Devon County Council 
(DCC) are inviting town and 
parish councils to apply to their 
joint initiative - the Parishes To¬ 
gether Fund - for grants towards 
projects that will solve local com¬ 
munity issues. 

EDDC and DCC are again put¬ 
ting £1.10 per elector into the 
scheme. 

Each town or parish council can 
then apply for up to £1.10 for 
every person in their parish that 
was listed on the Electoral Roll in 
February 2014. 

A requirement for successful ap¬ 
plications is that two or more 
parishes must apply jointly for 
funding for anything from one-off 
projects to events. The final clos¬ 
ing date for applications is Febru¬ 
ary 13th. 

Examples of projects funded by 
the Parishes Together Fund in¬ 
clude: 

• Bus shelters on a bus route 
between Farringdon and Sid- 
mouth - £1,650; 

• The creation of a footpath at 


Candy’s Field in Lympstone to 
allow access to the recreation 
area - £1,964; 

• The purchase of computer 
equipment for Ottery St Mary 
and district computer club - 
£2,993; 

• The purchase of gazebos for 
community events by Exmouth 
Town Council in collaboration 
with Budleigh Salterton - 
£2438.40; 

• The purchase of books for a 
reading scheme for the primary 
school in Rockbeare, which has 
pupils from the parishes of Rock¬ 
beare and Whimple - £2,500; 

• A refit for the kitchen at 
Younghayes Community Centre 
in Cranbrook - £12,000. 

East Devon District Council’s 
part of the funding for the Parishes 
Together Fund has come from the 
New Homes Bonus, which is paid 
by the Government to councils for 
every new home built or brought 
back into use. 

Councillor Ray Bloxham, East 
Devon District Council member 
and chairman of the New Homes 
Bonus Panel, said: “The Parishes 
Together Fund is all about encour¬ 
aging parishes and towns to work 
in partnership. 

“This type of collaboration can 
make an incredible difference in 


helping address local issues. 

“It is immensely rewarding for 
the Parishes Together Fund to re¬ 
ceive feedback from the people re¬ 
sponsible for these projects. 

“It is good to know what a dif¬ 
ference the funding has made. But 
most importantly it’s about sup¬ 
porting communities help those in 
need and giving back power back 
to the people.” 

Devon County Council Leader, 
John Hart said: “Devon County 
Council is continuing to make 
funds available to communities to 
use how they see best. 

“This money is available to 
parish and town councils to spend 
in ways that will benefit their 
communities. 

“I firmly believe decisions 
should be made as locally as pos¬ 
sible to encourage local accounta¬ 
bility and I have always advocated 
more partnership with our district, 
town and parish colleagues. 

“If we believe in the ‘resilience’ 
of our smaller communities, then 
this is one way of pump-priming 
activity.”

Review | B Sharp Vocal Collective Beer Quarry Caves Concert at Exeter Cathedral 



THERE was barely a dry eye in the 
house as the young voices of the B 
Sharp Vocal Collective rang out and 
raised the rafters of Exeter Cathe¬ 
dral last week. 

The Beer Quarry Caves Concert 
was the culmination of a year of 
musical discovery that has seen 
children and young people from 
across the region working with 
music professionals to produce 
new music and songs inspired by 
the Beer Quarry Caves. 

The B Sharp Vocal Collective filled 
the second half of the concert last 
Tuesday and followed a selection of 
stories, film, songs and poems or¬ 
ganised by Woodroffe School that 
related to the historic caves at Beer 
where stone has been quarried for 
2000 years and has been used to 
build Exeter and St Paul’s cathe¬ 
drals, parts of Westminster Abbey, 
the Tower of London and Windsor 
Castle. 

Under the direction of composer 
John K Miles, the B Sharp Vocal Col¬ 
lective, made up of young singers 
from St Michael's and Mrs Ethel- 
ston’s primary school in Lyme 
Regis, St Mary’s in Bridport and 
Woodroffe School, along with a 
core group of soloists, were in 
stunning form, delivering formida¬ 
ble performances that brought a 
lump to the throats of parents and 
teachers alike. 

Not only was the singing incom¬ 
parably powerful, the fact that all 
the ideas, lyrics and melodies came from the young 
people themselves is a lasting testament to their cre¬ 
ativity, ambition and talent. 

The band - Deborah Jordan (vocals), Winston Clifford 
(drums), Dave Manington (bass) and Jack Ross (guitar) 
- was joined by B Sharp mentors Chloe Stratta and 
Jacques Verhaeren who lead the core vocalists in a se¬ 
ries of highly polished, extremely professional per¬ 
formances. 

Around 160 children and young people followed by 
their parents, invited guests and members of the pub¬ 
lic arrived in 13 free coaches laid on from rural locations 
all over West Dorset and East Devon and as an audi¬ 
ence of more than 500 looked on, the concert provide 
a fitting finale to the project, yet another wonderful B 
Sharp music project that has engaged and enhanced 
the lives of young people throughout the region. 

“It’s not every day that so many children and young 
people from all backgrounds in the rural hinterlands of 
the south west get an opportunity to work together 
on such a large scale project with professional musi¬ 
cians at to perform in such a prestigious venue," says 
B Sharp director Fran Williams. 

“Singing didn't always grab the young people at first, 
but once the project was underway everyone was fully 
signed up to it and nothing was going to dampen the 
spirit and commitment. 

“They will remember this experience forever, it is a 
remarkable achievement by everyone concerned and 


the feedback we have collated consistently demon¬ 
strates the value and high levels of understanding and 
appreciation that the experience has meant to them." 

Flora Jamieson, whose daughter Nelly goes to St 
Mary’s Bridport, praised everyone who took part - not 
only in the final concert in Exeter, but also at previous 
shows in Bridport and Lyme Regis. 

“From writing the songs, rehearsing and meeting 
children from other schools, to performing in three 
great venues, Nelly has grown in confidence and learnt 
new skills that would not otherwise have been avail¬ 
able to her,” she says. 

Composer/music leader John K Miles was equally 
impressed. 

“Awesome, committed performances, it was a stun¬ 
ning culmination to another wonderful B Sharp proj¬ 
ect," he said after the concert. 

He went on to thank percussionist Adriano Adewale 
who had played in the first performance in September 
and Marshwood Primary School, which also took part, 
as well as the technical crew and the charity’s board 
for its fundraising and support. 

B Sharp’s dynamic creative singing project, funded 
by Youth Music and West Dorset District Council, was 
designed to raise levels of aspiration in young people 
through group singing and solo singer Phoebe Hill is 
not the only one whose future ambitions have been 
boosted as a result. 

“I have absorbed so much inspiration and motivation 
from B Sharp, which will give me the drive to realise my 
ambition and not give up," she 
says. "My dream would to be in¬ 
volved in the music industry - 
producing, performing and mak¬ 
ing music which I know is a very 
competitive job, but I won’t let 
that put me off.”

The 
longer you live, the more 
you lose. But as you lose 
people and things, life be¬ 
comes even more pre¬ 
cious. When you stop 
taking things for granted, 
you appreciate and enjoy 
what you have even more. 

• Acknowledge and ex¬ 
press your feelings. You 
may have a hard time 
showing emotions, per¬ 
haps feeling that such a 
display is inappropriate 
and weak. But burying 
your feelings can lead to 
anger, resentment, and de¬ 
pression. Don't deny what 
you're going through. Find 
healthy ways to process 
your feelings, perhaps by 
talking with a close friend 
or writing in a journal. 

• Accept the things you 
can't change. Many things 
in life are beyond our con¬ 
trol. Rather than stressing 
out over them, focus on 
the things you can control 
such as the way you 
choose to react to prob¬ 
lems. Face your limitations 
with dignity and a healthy 
dose of humor. 


• Look for the silver lin¬ 
ing. As the saying goes, 
“What doesn't kill us 
makes us stronger." When 
facing major challenges, 
try to look at them as op¬ 
portunities for personal 
growth. If your own poor 
choices contributed to a 
stressful situation, reflect 
on them and learn from 
your mistakes. 

• Take daily action to deal 
with life's challenges. When 


a challenge seems too big 
to handle, sweeping it 
under the carpet often ap¬ 
pears the easiest option. 
But ignoring the problem 
doesn't make it go away; it 
allows both the problem 
and your anxiety to build. 
Instead, take things one 
small step at a time. Even a 
small step can go a long 
way to boosting your con¬ 
fidence and reminding you 
that you are not powerless.

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Olympic bobsleigh medal aim for Wyatt 


A FORMER Axe Valley Community College stu¬ 
dent has been chosen as one of eight athletes from 
over 1000 applicants in the UK Sport, English In¬ 
stitute of Sport (EIS) and British Skeleton talent 
search ‘Power2Podium’ to be trained for the Great 
Britain Skeleton Bobsleigh team. 

Marcus Wyatt (23) who currently attends 
Swansea University and works part time at the 
Tuckers Arms, Dal wood when he returns home 
explained his exciting news: “Basically, during the 
coverage of Lizzie Yarnold winning gold in the 
2014 Sochi Winter Olympics, some of the presen¬ 
ters mentioned that British Skeleton were running 
a talent identification program called Power2 
Podium.

for the first time and this was used as the final se¬ 
lection phase. 

“It was an incredible feeling to find out I had got 
through as the competition from the other athletes 
was very tough and a lot of very talented people 
missed out.” 

Marcus left for Igls, Austria last Wednesday 
where he will commence training before spending 
time in Germany and Norway. 

“The next few years have the potential to be ex¬ 
tremely exciting for me but it will require a lot of 
hard work. 

“Obviously myself and the guys that got through 
are currently at the bottom of the ladder. 

“We will have to prove ourselves to be good 
enough over the next few years to improve to a 
standard where the ultimate aim is to win gold at 
a future winter Olympic games.”

“It’s a truly exciting opportunity for these ath¬ 
letes and for British Skeleton as they work towards 
the ultimate goal of winning an Olympic medal.” 

Andi Schmid, overall performance adviser for 
British Skeleton, said: “The selection process is 
the first stage and in British Skeleton we have the 
good record of success in converting talent into 
medal winners. 

“We have a good idea of the characteristics of a 
potential medal winner - but to guide them through 
the process is something quite different. 

“We need to give them the time and opportunity 
to learn how to operate in an individual sport but 
in a team environment at our centralised training 
base at Bath.”
